burg. 
It was estimated the structure 
would cost approximately $1,000,000. 
Twenty five. business 
men of the 
town heard the proposition explained 
by William Grenoble, formerly of Get­ 
tysburg, now resident manager of the 
William Penn Hotel in Pittsburgh, and 
S. L. Waller, architect and construc­ 
tion engineer of New York City. 
Mr. 
Grenoble 
and Mr. Waller represent 
Pittsburgh Hotel men, who, it is said, 
are able to finance the proposition to 
a 
large extent 
and are desirous 
of 
placing a hotel in Gettysburg. 
Tentative 
plans call 
for an eight- 
story structure in which would be lo­ 
cated 200 rooms with baths a*conven- 
tion hall with 
a seating capacity 
of 
1,500 and a number of store rooms on 
the ground floor. 
The hostelry would 
be made modern in every way, anti it 
is pointed out that such a hotel 
here 
would not only 
attract tourists, 
but 
would make Gettysburg a resort town 
as well as a mecca for sightseers. 
The luncheon this afternoon was the 
first step in plans that are to follow . 
From the interest shown by the 
men 
present this afternoon there is little 
doubt that the proposition will be con­ 
sidered further. 
It was said the ho­ 
tel men interested in a large hotel for 
Gettysburg would be willing to invest 
some 
ninety per cent of the capital 
needed to build and equip such a struc­ 
ture, and that local interests’would be 
asked to provide the remainder of the 
money needed to finance the project. 
Several sites were examined by Mr. 
Waller and Mr. Grenoble this morning 
and it is understood efforts to acquire 
one of them will be made following a

As bags are expensive and of value 
when saved they should no t be p e r­ 
mitted to he destroyed.
